For  centuries  men  have  debated  the  question  of  the  proper  size  of  the 
pohtical  community.  Plato  and  Aristotle  agreed  that  one  of  the  most  relevant 
tests  concerned  the  number  of  people  who  could  gather  in  one  place  to  hear  an 
orator's  voice.  Radio's  use  and  abuse  in  this  respect  was  witnessed  in  plebiscites 
in  dictatorially  governed  countries,  with  radios  blaring  forth  in  every  village 
square.  But  almost  as  insidious  is  the  loneliness  of  listeners  in  their  living  rooms 
and  the  feeling  of  isolation  and  helplessness  as  one  listens  alone  to  statements 
of  worldwide  significance. 

KPFA  is  coping  with  this  problem.  The  following  letter  has  been  sent  to 
groups  in  Northern  California : 

"Dear  Friend: 

"In  presenting  this  symposium  on  United  States  Policy  Toward  China,  KPFA 
is  breaking  new  ground. 

"Germane  to  the  concept  of  such  extensive  treatment  of  an  important  public 
issue  is  our  hope  that  groups  of  people  will  gather  together  to  listen  and  then 
discuss  the  material. 

"We  are  contacting  various  groups  and  organizations  throughout  Northern 
California  to  enquire  whether  or  not  they  are  prepared  to  cooperate  by  calling 
meetings  within  the  context  of  their  own  activities — and  we  are  eager  to  have 
your  thoughts  and  suggestions  regarding  this  possibility. 

"No  program  as  extensive,  and,  in  a  sense,  as  ambitious  as  this  has  been 
attempted  before.  If  it  should  prove  successful  as  a  method  whereby  groups  of 
people  are  enabled  to  come  to  grips  effectively  with  an  important  issue,  it  may 
well  have  almost  revolutionary  long  term  implications — "'the  village  green"  by 
way  of  the  microphone.  As  we  see  it,  no  other  method  offers  the  combination 
of  factors  inherent  in  this  type  of  program:  first,  the  chance  to  hear  the  facts, 
and  the  opinions  of  leading  experts  on  all  aspects  of  a  given  topic;  and  second, 
the  opportunity  to  discuss  in  natural  groups  of  manageable  size,  not  only  the 
topic,  but  their  own  responsibilities  and  opportunities  for  action  as  citizens  in 
the  area  concerned." 

Will  you  organize  a  listening  group  for  January  10,  or  notify  clubs  in  which 
you  are  interested?  The  program  itself  or  your  own  group's  ideas  may  suggest 
courses  of  action  for  responsible  citizens.  At  the  very  least,  we  would  like  to 
hear  from  you.

Tchaikovsky  Competition  Finals  in  Moscow.
